Ready  For 

Distribution  Monday 

Blue  And  White 
Cover  Attractive 

Decked  out  in  the  attractive  blue 
and  white  of  campus  colors,  the 
1939  Banyan  will  make  its  appear- 
ance on  the  campus  Monday  morn- 
ing at  8:30.  The  largest  yearbook 
to  be  published  by  the  university, 
the  1939  volume  promises  innova- 
tions and  new  sections. 

Included  among  the  new  sections 
to  appear  in  this  year’s  book  are 
a section  for  campus  queens,  pre- 
senting in  attractive  make-up  the 
queens  and  sweethearts  of  the  cam- 
pus; a colored  scenic  section  with 
half-tones  of  venerable  campus 
scenes;  seniors  in  cap  and  gown; 
campus  sweeheart  and  her  runners- 
up;  and  a section  on  the  Junior 
Prom.  According  to  Editor  Le- 
Gande  Lewis,  the  Banyan  will  fea- 
ture the  largest  representation  of 
students  and  organizations  in  the 
history  of  the  school.  Not  only  is 
the  student  body  larger  but  a great- 
er percentage  of  that  enrollment  is 
included  in  the  1939  Banyan  than 
in  any  yearbook  to  be  published 
previously.

Activities  to  be  Limited 

It  is  but  seldom  that  an  editorial  viewpoint  of  the  Y 
News  goes  any  farther  than  the  local  campus,  but  at  the  Pacific 
Student  President  Association  convention  a few  weeks  ago  it 
was  forcibly  brought  to  mind  that  it  is  not  only  at  the  B.  Y.  U. 
that  this  “joining”  problem  arises. 

Of  course  the  Y News  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  delegates  of  putting  a bar  on  too  many  extra-curricu- 
lar activities,  but  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  problem  was 
aired  here  at  least. 

As  a result  of  the  meeting  in  Berkeley,  probably  a system 
similar  to  the  one  in  use  on  the  Stanford  campus  will  be  put 
into  effect  here.  It  is  known  by  all  the  leaders  of  the  school 
that  some  students  are  bound  to  get  the  wrong  perspective  and 
get  tied  up  in  too  many  activities. 

The  plan  as  used  by  Stanford  is  based  on  a point  system 
with  each  activity  given  a point  rating.  When  a maximum 
number  of  points  have  been  collected  by  the  student,  then 
further  participation  in  these  non-essentials  is  barred. 

On  the  Brigham  Young  university  campus  such  a plan 
could  not  but  help  to  have  a good  effect.  At  the  present  time  a 
few  students  are  in  so  many  activities  that  all  of  their  time  is 
taken  up  with  other  than  academic  work,  while  others  do  not 
enter  into  groups  at  all.  It  is  expected  that  the  point  plan  will 
correct  this  so  that  the  “joiner”  will  have  more  time  for. .school 
work  — and  more  students  will  have  non-academic  interests.

One  letter  asks  if  the  writer  of  Rambling  knows  the  King 
personally  or  has  ever  seen  him.  Probably  not,  but  the  writer 
of  that  column  happens  to  be  a history  major  and  if  he  wants  to 
call  the  King  sheeplike  after  being  bored  by  endless  newreel 
shots  of  his  majesty,  the  Y News  editorial  staff  will  not  wield 
the  blue  pencil. 

Most  of  the  letters  scream  about  the  “endless”  criticism 
of  our  political  leaders  and  suggest  that  we  cease  it.  We  have 
just  as  much  right  to  criticize  any  governmental  official  — 
domestic  or  foreign  — as  the  “Irate  Canadians”  have  to  criticize 
the  Y News.

No  doubt  in  a week  or  so  the  famed  British  sense  of  humor  will 
assert  itself  and  the  Canadian  club  will  get  tossed  en  mass  out 
of  class  for  bursting  out  laughing. 


Dear  Bill: 

Until  recently  we  were  among  the 
students  who  rated  the  Y News  as 
a very  impartial  paper;  hence,  a 
good  college  paper.  Friday’s  issue  of 
it  shattered  that  impression. 

In  a recent  publication  issued 
from  New  York  by  the  Committee 
on  Friendly  Relations  Among  For- 
eign Students,  the  B.  Y.  U.  had  the 
largest  number  of  foreign  students 
enrolled  in  all  Utah  universities.  Of 
that  enrollment,  Canada  has  the  ma- 
jority— all  loyal  subjects  of  the 
King.

Does  “without  Bur- 
ton” personally  known  the  King? 
Or  from  what  source  does  he  gain 
his  information  concerning  our  King 
and  his  motives? 

According  to  all  newspaper  re- 
ports America  feels  highly  honored 
to  entertain  the  first  reigning  Bitish 
sovereigns  to  visit  North  America. 
As  for  the  question  of  war  debts, 
wouldn’t  that  be  a rather  formid- 
able load  for  our  “willing  but 
slightly  sheep-like”  king  to  carry 
around  in  his  suitcase?  Even  here, 
the  ancient  words  of  wisdom  found 
in  Matthew  are,  in  a sense,  applic- 
able: “And  why  beholdest  thou  the 
Mote  that  is  in  thy  brother’s  eye, 
but  considerest  not  the  beam  that 
is  in  thine  own  eye?” 

Perhaps,  unlike  most  good  edi- 
torial writers,  “without  Burton”  was 
too  rushed  for  time  to  seriously  re- 
consider his  statements.  We  hope 
this  accounts  for  the  lack  of  cour- 
tesy extended  us.

Service  Bureau 
Gives  Report 
On  Activities 

With  a two-hour  program  at 
Manti,  the  Public  Service  Bureau 
concluded  its  activities  for  this 
year.  Director  David  S.  Walker  and 
staff  members  Marvin  Smith,  Leora 
Cutis,  Sonoma  Walker,  Bess  Gear- 
heart,  and  Dale  DeGraff  have  com- 
piled their  yearly  report  that  will 
be  handed  to  President  F.  S.  Har- 
ris. 

An  abstract  of  the  report  shows 
that  Public  Service  Bureau  this 
year  has  sent  out  215  programs 
made  up  of  886  people  who  have 
presented  862  individual  numbers. 
Actual  program  hours  total  119, 
the  distance  traveled  to  and  from 
the  programs  being  3484  miles. 
This  distance,  however,  does  not 
include  the  many  programs  present- 
ed in  Provo  and  immediate  vicinity. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  Public 
Service  programs  have  been  pre- 
sented in  21  cities  and  town,  from 
Garland  on  the  north  to  Cedar  City 
on  the  south.  Communities  boarder- 
ing Provo  have  all  received  many 
programs. 

Radio  programs  have  also  been 
included  in  this  year’s  activities  by 
Public  Service  Bureau.  One  pro- 
gram was  presented  from  KSUB  in 
Cedar  City,  two  from  KUTA  and 
one  from  KSL  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

According  to  Mr.  Walker  the 
Public  Service  Bureau  has  had  a 
minimum  of  program  failures  this 
year  due  largely  to  the  willingness 
of  students  to  appear  on  the  pro- 
grams and  the  complete  coopera- 
tion of  the  faculty.

“The  Dynamics  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion”, Brigham  Young  university  of 
Provo  is  one  of  twenty-one  princi- 
pal universities  throughout  the 
United  States  which  are  used  in  a 
study  of  the  sociology  of  higher 
educational  institutions.
